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The 1939 Specialize 


N Monday, October 24, the 1939 
edition of the U. S. Stamp 
Catalogue, better known as the 


“Specialized” appeared. Again} 


the catalog is increased in size, contain- 
ing 56 more pages than were included 
in the 1938 edition. Aside from price 
changes, etc., two things of importance 
are readily noticeable. First are the 
illustrations approximately one-and one- 
half times actual size of all the adhesive 
postage stamps. Most important change 
is however not so noticeable, but very 
important. This is the changing of the 
heading of the first paragraph under 
“Introductory Notes” from “Prices” to 
“Valuations.” This is the first edition 
of the book printed by the new firm of 
Scott Publications, Inc., and as they dc 
not deal in stamps, hence the prices 
quoted are no longer the prices at which 
the Scott Stamp & Coin Co. would sell 
copies, but rather Scott Publications’ 
estimate of the value of the stamps list- 
ed. The book no longer, therefore, is 
the price list of any firm dealing in 
stamps. 

Most of the changes in pricing have 
been made in the 19th Century post- 
age issues. A new feature of the 1939 
edition is the pricing of each stamp on 
cover during the year or years when 
it was currently being issued at post 
offices. Many collectors will be sur- 
prised to find how much more some 
stamps are worth on covers as compared 
with other cancelled or uncancelled 
copies of that particular stamp. 

The Postmasters Provisionals show no 
changes other than to increase the 
price of the 5c St. Louis to $500 unused. 
In the ’47s‘the 5c with Railroad cancel 
is increased from $40 to $50; and the 
price of $100 for Canadian cancel is now 
omitted. In the 10c we find a new 
listing “on cover with 5c” and priced 
in that form at $300. Also a new list- 
ing is “pair on cover” at $300. 

The 1c 1851 type I on cover goes to 
$2,000 from $1,500, while in the type II 
is noted a change in the listing of the 
double transfer varieties which is carried 
through the other 1c 1851-60 issues. 
The old listing of double inverted trans- 
fers is omitted and replaced with two 
new listings. These are “Double trans- 
fer, one inverted” and “Triple transfer, 
one inverted” and are priced at $250 un- 
used and $80 used. The type II in- 
creases used from $6 to $7, on cover 
from $9 to $10, in a pair from $17.50 to 
$20 and with stitch watermark from 
$10 to $12. No. 33, the 3c increases all 
along the line unused, from $4 to $5 
singly, from $12 to $15 in pair, from 
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$16.50 to $20 in a strip and from $30 to 

, $40 in a block. No. 34, the Sc, in- 
creases from $350 to $400 unused. The 
12c increases $10 unused also. 

In the perforated (1857-60) the Ic 
is increased a dollar unused, with pairs 
and strips in proportion. 3c No. 44 
with “Steam” cancel drops 50c in price 
while same stamp with “Steamboat” is 
increased 50c. No. 45 the 5c, unused 
increases $5 and the 10c No. 49 from 
$27.50 to $30. Pairs of the 10c jump 
$5 and No. 49a is increased a like 
amount unused. The 10c No. 51 on 
Pony Express cover, a variety not 
priced in previous editions, is now val- 
ued at $600. 

The 10c “August” is now priced at 
$50 with a blue cancel and $60 if with 
blue town. The Ic “September” in- 
creases 25c unused, and 50c on cover 
and in pair. Pairs of the 3c lake jump 
$25 and blocks $50. No. 68 10c in- 
creases $1 in single unused and $2.50 in 
block, the 12c $2.50 unused and $10 in 
block. The 90c on cover, if you’re lucky 
enough to find one, is now a $300 item. 

That old favorite the 2c Black Jack, 
increases used from 80c to $1, on cover 
from $1.50 to $1.75 and in a pair from 
$2.25 to $3. The first and biggest in- 
crease in the whole catalog it seems is 
in No. 73a, this stamp printed on both 
sides, used, which goes to $1500 from 
$1200. Which might tempt a lot of col- 
lectors to peel their copies off cover in 
hopes of finding a gold mine in back 
of Andy’s head. 

No. 75 5c red brown is increased $10 
unused and unused pairs go up $25. 
“Short Paid” cancels on this stamp are 
now priced, $15. The ever popular 15c 
Lincoln is increased from $27.50 to $30 
unused and the companion 24c up slight- 
ly used both singly and in pairs. 

In the jungle of assorted grills are a 
number of changes, none startling, but 
mostly a dollar on singles. No. 83 used 
is up $1.50; No. 85 used up 50c; 1c No. 
86 up $5 unused and used $1 with covers, 
etc., in proportion. The split grill on the 
2c No. 87 is now considered worth a 
dollar more, and in fact this freak on 
almost all stamps is increased in pro- 
portional amounts. The 12c No. 90 used 
is up $1, while with double grill it’s now 
$25. The “F” grill on the 2c gets a 
25c raise used, while the very thin paper 
variety is jumped $1.50. Quadruple 
grill on the 3c No. 94 is now priced at 
$2, and pricings are now made for No. 
94 with “Free” cancel at $5 and nu- 
merals at $1.50. The 5c No. 95 increases 
$5 unused and $1.50 used. The quad- 





ruple split grill on the 10c No. 96 is now 
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priced, $15. The 24c No. 99 is priced 
at $50 with a “paid” cancel and in- 
creases $5 in ordinary used. 

Japan cancellation on the early issues 
are priced more often than not, and it 
seems that a real attempt has been made 
to price all the cancellation varieties 
listed of the 19th issues. The tendency 
seems to be to avoid the use of dashes in 
most such listings. In the ’69s, the Ic 
with Japan cancel is now priced at $10, 
the 3c at $7, the 6c at $15, the 12c at 
$12, and the 15c type II at $13.50. 
Other changes in the ’69s include pric- 
ing the 2c double transfer at $4, “Short 
Paid” on the 6c at $25, “Paid All” on 
the 10c at $20, “Too Late” on the 12c 
at $20, reducing green on the 12c from 
$17.50 to $7.50, and substantial increases 
in cancels of the 15c type I, which with 
ordinary cancel is increased $2.50. The 
24c is now listed with Supplementary 
Mail cancel—at $75. The 30c on cover 
is $300. In the 1869 re-issue the 30c and 
90c each increase $5 both used and un- 
used. 

In the 1870 Banknote Issues the 7c 
vermilion is increased a dollar used, the 
12c violet $250 unused and the 90c No. 
144 up $2.50 used. In the set without 
grill the 6c is upped 10c in used con- 
dition, covers and pairs up 50c. The 
7c vermilion here also is increased both 
used and unused, as well as the 10c 
brown. The 30c No. 154 is increased $5 
unused. 

The 5c Taylor of 1875 is increased 
15c used. 1c 1879 increases 50c unused 
and the 6c pink goes up a quarter used. 
Someone evidently found an unused 
block of the Special Printing of the 4c 
No. 211D, for its existence is indicated 
by a dash. The 1887-1888 issues show 
for the most part increases of only a 
few cents, but the 90c No. 218 is in- 
creased a dollar used and unused and in 
used blocks is now a $50 item. 


The 1890 imperfs are increased rather 
uniformly about 25% and the perforated 
increase 25c to 50c each, blocks in pro- 
portion. Here the new prices for varie- 
ties on cover begin. The 10c in this 
form is only 25c, but the 15c is $8, the 
30c $10 and the 90c the seemingly low 
proportionate figure of $15. 

Columbians continue their climb of 
recent years, from Sc on the Ic to $5 on 
the four highest values. Blocks increas- 
es as high as $100 each and used speci- 
mens keep pace with the unused. Read- 
ing these prices it is hard to believe that 
for a number of years these stamps were 
a drug on the market at face value. 

The first Bureau printed issue, that of 





1894 shows a number of real jumps.

No. 250, the 2c carmine type I is jumped 
from $30 to $40 unused, while Type II 
on cover is priced at $2.00 The values 
from 15c to $5 increase from $1 to $10 
each with the used block of the $5 jump- 
ing $200. and the others in proportion. 
On cover the $1 is priced at $30, the 
$2 at $100 and the $5, $150. While these 
figures may seem low in relation to 
scarcity, actually there is as yet little 
demand for the higher values of issues 
of 1894 to date on covers, other than 
first days or with special cancels and 
consequently these prices probably ac- 
curately reflect the current market for 
them. 

In the 1895 set, nothing radical is 
noted in increases, the 2c type II being 
increased a quarter unused and $2 in 
a block. On cover it’s a $2 item. Others 
on cover are priced as follows: 6c and 
15c $3.00, 50c $10, $1 type I $20, type 
II $30, $2 at $50 and $5 at $75. The 
dollar values increased as high as $5 
each singly and blocks high as $100 

The 1898-99 set increased from 3c on 
the lc to $1 on the 15c. The Omaha 
commemoratives imitate the Columbians, 
mostly in blocks in the lower values, with 
single stamps up to the 10c increasing 
at most 50c. The 50c is increased $3, 
and the two dollar denominations $5 
each, blocks $25 each, with used varie 
ties increasing about half that much. 

Pan-Americans all increase, from 5c to 
50c on mint singles and in blocks of 
the 4c to 10c values from $2 to $2.50 
each. Used blocks increased in the 
same amounts. 

The 1902 series is priced on cover, 
some of the values being surprising. The 
3c is $3, the 4c and 5c both 40c while 
the 6c is $2. The 8c is 50c, the 10c is 
25c and the 13c is $3. The 15c and 50c 
are each $10, the $1 listed at $20 and 
the $5 at $100. The $2 is unpriced. 
Unused the higher values increase as 
much as $5 and used as high as $2.50. 
The imperfs reflect the prices they have 
been bringing of late, centerline block of 
ic being $60 and the 5c a thousand dol- 
lar block—a $200 increase. The 2c No. 
320 imperf increases 50c. 

Blocks of the two lower Louisiana 
Purchase set are increased, while the 5c 
and 10c are increased substantially in 
all forms, blocks of the 5c being up $5 
and of the 10c up $10. Jamestowns 
show only slight changes in singles, the 
5c going up 50c used and unused and 
used blocks of it increasing $5.

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Quantity Sent of Presidential 
First Days Increases 


The number of first days sent of the 
higher values of the Presidential series 
had been steadily decreasing as the suc- 
cessively higher denominations were is- 
sued, but indications are that the trend 























has reversed. 49,819 covers were sent of 
the 14c, less than for any except the dol- 
lar values. 52,209 were sent of the 15c 
Buchanan and on October 20, 59,566 were 
sent of the 16c Lincoln. The report on 
first day sales of the 16c says that 7,085 
of the covers bore blocks of four and that 
total sales on the first day totalled 105,- 
324 stamps, $16,851.84.

Argentina #4, 4a and 4b are fairly 
common even today because the two 
packing cases in which the remainders 
of these had been stored at Buenos Aires, 
were found to have disappeared when 
inquiries were made about a large quan- 
tity in sheets being offered in the stamp 
centers of 1866.

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Stamps Finance Espionage 


Among the amazing revelations of the 
trial of the German spies in New York 
City, was the statement by one of the 
accused that the funds for carrying on 
the Nazi espionage activities in the 
United States were diverted from the 
“Winter Relief’ funds collected each year 
in Germany for charitable purposes. One 
of the major sources of this fund is the 
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surtax collected on special sets of semi- 
postal stamps termed “Winter Help” is- 
sues. The 1934 set of these shows various 
types of professions, such as stone cutter, 
chemist, blacksmith, etc. One of the 
stamps, as illustrated, shows a draftsman 
at work and the testimony at New York 
indicates some of the Winter Help funds 
went towards drafting supposedly secret 
plans of the U. S. defense. Stamps have 
been used to obtain funds for everything 
from cricket fields to monuments, but 
this seems to be the first time they were 
used to obtain espionage funds.

The United States One Cent Stamp 
of 1851-1857, Volume II by Stanley B. 
Ashbrook. 368 pages, 7x10 _ inches, 
bound in cloth, published by H. L. Lind- 
quist, 2 West 46th St., New York City, 
price $3.50 of the publishers. This sec- 
ond of the two books is some 40 pages 
larger than the first. It covers the re- 
prints, papers, colors, gums, perforations, 
demonetization, expresses, remainders, 
postal rates and postal markings in a 
very thorough manner. The book is 
printed on a highly enameled paper 
which brings out the fine halftone il- 
lustrations to best advantage. So pro- 
fuse are the illustrations that it seems 
most pages have one or more. Every 
manner of use of the popular stamp is 
explained, together with postal markings 
used to indicate such use. Much of the 
data contained therein applies as well 
to the other stamps of 1851-60 and would 
be helpful to the collector of any or all 
of those issues. Much of the material 
illustrated has not heretofore been shown 
and the book and its companion first 
volume have taken full advantage of 
the opportunities created by tte new 
illustration law. The author was aided 
in this work by a number of prominent 
collectors. Undoubtedly this pair of 
books constitute the most important ad- 
dition to the libraries of early U. S. 
postal history that has appeared in years. 








The “Propaganda” 
and M. Williams, 


Forgeries, by L. N. 
published by David 
Field, Ltd., 7 Vigo St., London W. 1, 
England. 42 pages, 4x6%% inches, price 
one shilling of the publishers. This lit- 
tle booklet, illustrated, tells the story of 
the forgeries of then-current Austrian, 
Bavarian and German stamps made by 
order of the British government during 
the World War. The varieties are well 
illustrated and all the known details are 
given of the stamps origin and _ use, 
though the printers are still unknown. 
In all 11 stamps were so conterfeited, 
so well that they are in some cases diffi- 
cult of detection. 





Precancel Dictionary, Second Edition, 
12 pages, 344x6 inches, published by 
Philatelic Publishers, 276 Poland Ave., 
Struthers, Ohio, compiled by Wilfried 
Myers, price 5c of the publishers. The 
second edition of this small booklet is 
nearly doubled in contents, now con- 
taining 156 terms. The new edition is 
a distinct improvement over the first 
in that it now defines terms of distinct 
meaning to precancel collectors rather 
than terms used by all collectors. This 
is the sixth of a series of similar size 
philatelic pamphlets. 


Legion Stamp Requested 





The American Legion is asking for a 
stamp to commemorate the organization’s 
twentieth anniversary, which occurs next 
March. The recent Los Angeles conven- 
tion approved a resolution on this matter 
introduced by a Mississippi minister. 


$2. 00 1923 Off Agency List 








The $2.00 blue of the 1922-23 regular 
series was withdrawn from sale at the 
Philatelic Agency on October 24. Ap- 
parently the Post Office Dept. had very 
little stock of this stamp on hand when 
the new $2.00 Harding stamp was issued 
on Sept. 29. Over 2,000,000 of the $2.00 

apitol stamp had been issued to post- 
masters since the stamp was first issued 
on March 20, 1923. Only one plate, 
No. 14306, was made for this stamp, 
which was produced by the flat plate proc- 
ess. Of 200 subjects, the printed sheets 
were cut horizontally into panes of 100 
for issuance to postoffices. Bottom and 
top arrows come fully perforated as a 
result and these as well as perforated line 
blocks were to be found on all sheets. 
This was the first stamp to portray the 
capitol, a design originally intended for 
the 50c 1922-23. Considerable quantities 
of the stamps no doubt at present exist 
in post office stocks throughout the coun- 
try and it is extremely unlikely there will 
be any immediate increase in value of 
this stamp.

While the turbulent repub- 
lic lying along our southern 
border has been very active 
of late in reducing the value of foreign 
investments in Mexico, stamp collectors 
had calmly assumed these activities did 
not include them. Evidence at hand now 
shows that the value of many of our 
Mexican stamps has been reduced as 
drastically as have the bonds and stocks 
of foreign-owned oil companies. How- 
ever greatly the present Mexican govern- 
ment may differ in political theories from 
its predecessors, it certainly is trimming 
philately as thoroughly as any of the 
bandit regimes of former days. Not con- 
tent with issuing commemoratives and 
airmails of needlessly high face value, 
the postal officials have opened a “Phila- 
telic Agency” which differs consid- 
erably in operation from that of the 
United States. Not only does the Mex- 
ican Agency sell current and recent issues 
at face value, but vaults have been ran- 
sacked to form a generous assortment of 
obsolete issues which are offered at va- 
rious premiums over face value. The ones 
offered in this manner are stamps not on 
sale at post offices for years and conse- 
quently many collectors and dealers have 
specimens of these for which they have 
paid more than the prices now asked by 
the Agency. 

One of the stamps now offered was 
issued nearly twenty years ago, yet can 
be bought now for less than half what it 
cost a year ago. Only a thousand copies, 
by the way, were supposed to have been 
printed, which doesn’t agree with quanti- 
ties now known to exist. Other stamps 
which the Agency offers to all comers in- 
clude some which at time of issue were

doled out in such small numbers that not 
enough were then available to go around. 
No explanation is offered of how these 
remainders could be in existence now, 
when at time of issue the stamps were 
supposed to have been sold out. All of 
which does considerable damage to phila- 
tely, not to mention the already none- 
too-robust philatelic reputation of the 
Mexican Republic. The value of many a 
collection and stock book has been de- 
creased and other issues are viewed with 
suspicion that they too may appear in a 
similar none-too-honest manner. When 
these obsolete issues were current the 
Mexican postal service received large 
sums from sales to collectors. Now, years 
later by issuing more of them, they cer- 
tainly have double-crossed the original 
purchasers as well as those others who 
have since purchased specimens from 
dealers. Our Mexican friends should 
look to Russia to see what happened 
when that country became a dealer in its 
stamps as well as printer of them. 
—R. R.

The 1c 1908-10 is doubled from 10c 
to 20c in singles and from 75c to $1.50 
for commonest block. The 3c to 10c 
denominations are up 25c to 50c and the 
10c and 15c up 75c. Bluish papers are 
increased $5 each in the commonest 
ones (still not very common as you may 
have noticed). 

In the 1909 commemoratives the chief 
increases are in the imperfs. The Lin- 
coln is up 50c both ways, the Alaska 
75c unused and 25c used, and the Ful- 
tons up 25c both forms. The Lincoln 
imperf is increased $5 on cover, and the 
bluish paper is now priced on cover at 
$75 with used blocks now priced same 
as unused blocks. Alaskan imperf on 
cover is also now $15 and a new listing, 
that for exposition cancel, is $25. 

In the 1910 issue, several values show 
no changes and aside from the 8c in- 
creasing $1, the others range from 3c 
to 50c each. The coils on cover show 
some surprises. Of the endwise varie- 
ties perf. 12, the lc and 2c on cover 
are $4 each, and the sidewise of the same 
perforation are $10 and $50 respectively! 
The perf. 81% varieties are not so spec- 
tacular ranging from $3 to $5 each on 
cover. 

The Panama-Pacific commemoratives 
show most changes in the perf. 12 set 
used, with increases there as high as 25% 
in singles and blocks. The 10c perf. 10 
increases $5 unused in singles with no 
change in unused blocks, but used blocks 
jump from $20 to $35, probably the 
largest proportional increase in any of 
the commemorative listings in the 1939 
edition. 

In the 1912-15 series the 7c alone in- 
creases, going from $5 to $6 unused and 
from $25 to $30 in block. The 1912 
coils are not anywhere near so desirable 
on covers as the 1910, these listing at 
the most $1.00. 

Higher values of the 1912-15 show 
some changes as supplies of these have 
never been plentiful. No. 421, the 50c 
increases from $17.50 to $20 and is now 
a $100 block. The $1 is the same price. 

1914-15 perf. 10s show very few 
changes, most occurring in the low val- 
ues. No. 444 the 2c perf. 10c coil is 
increased from $2.50 to $3.50 and same 
rate in pairs. The 3c sidewise coil No. 
445 is priced at $50 on cover though off- 
cover it is priced at only $9. The rotary 
press coils imitate this price on the 
3c No. 456. The 1915 2c single-line 
wmk. sheet stamp with perf. 11 is now 
$8 both forms.

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Practically the only noticeable change 
in the 1916-17 perf. 10 unwatermarked 
is the 5c carmine error, which has been 
attracting more than usual attention of 
late. The single stamp is jumped from 
$40 to $50, the single error in block of 
9 from $50 to $60, and double error in 
block of 12 from $90 to $110. On cover 
the error is priced at $100. 


No. 481 in plate block from the elec- 
trolytic plate jumps from $10 to $25 
which may reflect the recent re-intro- 
duction of this method of making stamp 
plates. The perf. 11 5c errors are also 
increased in the same proportion as the 
perf. 10s. A single is increased from 
$22.50 to $25, in block of 9 from $27.50 
to $30 and block of 12 with double error 
from $50 to $55. On cover the perf. 11 
is priced at $50. The others of the 1917- 
19 show few and minor changes. The 
$1 on cover is priced at only 75c. The 
2c with double-line watermark on cover 
is $50. 

That popular high value, the $2 orange 
red and black increases $3 in single form 
unused and $2 used. In blocks it in- 
creased $25 unused and $15 used. The 
$5 shows increases only in used form, 
50c on singles and pro-rata in blocks. 
On cover, by the way, it is $10. 

The regular variety of the Victory 
commemorative shows no change. The 
red violet on cover is $25 and the pale 
red violet just one-tenth that much. 
No. 544B is still known only in singles 
and remains unpriced as no sales have 
been recorded. No. 546, the 2c coil 
waste increases from $4 to $6 both ways 
and is now $30 a block both ways, 
though formerly it was not priced used 
in that form and only $20 unused. Pil- 
grims increase only up to 50c on singles. 

The 1922-26 issue shows slight in- 
creases as high as 30c, though some val- 
uses show no change. In the rotary 
printings the 7c No. 588 drops from 
45c to 40c and from $2 a block to $1.75. 
This stamp at first was scarce but sub- 
sequently quantities appeared long after 
other values had been off sale. No. 595 
the scarce 2c perf. 11 is now priced the 
same used and unused. On covers it’s 
$50. 

That Type II of the 2c rotary which 
started out with a rush has dropped 
considerably, reflecting the quantities 
since found. The coil stamp drops from 
$12.50 to $5 unused and from $1.50 to 
50c used. An unused pair is now $10 
(was $25) and line pairs dropped from 
$35 to $15. Used pairs are now priced 
at $1.50. The sheet stamp fared some- 
what better, increasing unused and de- 
creasing in used form. Unused it jump- 
ed from $10 to $15 in singles, in blocks 
from $50 to $75, and in plate blocks 
from $100 to $150. Used it dropped 
from $1 to 35c and from $5 for a block 
to $3. 

The Commemoratives from 1924 on 
show no major increases, Walloon 5c 
is up 25c unused, used blocks of 2c 
Norse up 50c, 5c Norse singles up 25c 
both ways and in blocks up $1 both 
forms. Hardings are up as much as 
25% and the Ericsson increases 15c in 
singles. 

The White Plains souvenir, sheet is 
given vacant catalog number of 630 and 
jumps from $7 to $9 both used and un- 





used. The 5c Hawaii is the only one 
of the 1927-28 commems to change. 
Unused it increases 15c in singles and 
both kinds of blocks increase 75c. From 
here on changes are from 3c to 25c on 
commemorative items, the smaller figure 
on a few singles unused and the larger 
being a reduction in Tipex. Atlantic 
City and Omaha panes increase a dime 
each. 

The search for Kansas and Nebraska 
overprints, particularly blocks, sees these 
jump in blocks from $30.75 for Kansas 
to $38; and from 36.50 to $52 for Ne- 
braska. 

The Parks set and the Farleys show 
no changes of note, though a few small 
reductions in used form occurred. The 
two Century of Progress sheets, and the 
Byrd sheet are still listed both under 
the Farleys and in their proper place 
among the regular issues, different cata- 
log numbers being used. Why this is 
continued when no actual difference ex- 
ists is a mystery. The same is true of 
the Atlantic City and Omaha panes. A 
sheet of 1c Century under 1933 is listed 
at $1.00, while the 1935 re-issue is list- 
ed at $1.25. Actually the only way 
to tell sheets apart is by their margins— 
no certain guide even then. The Omahas 
and Atlantic City apparently rate sep- 
arate listings because one issue had gum 
and the other hadn’t. 

Airmails increase in the first two 
issues and drop in most of the later ones. 
The 1918 set is up $1.25 the set of mint 
singles and $8 in blocks. The 1923 set 
is up $1.65 in singles and $8 in blocks. 
The Map types are down a little as 
these are still current issues. The 5c 
of 1928, 1930 and 1931 are up 3c each. 
1930 Zepps drop $11 in singles and $50 
in blocks in both forms, the catalog 
price of $45 still being about $10 at 
least over current market quotations. 
The 50c Zepp of 1933 is down $1 used 
and unused and down $5 in unused 
blocks. Used blocks are now priced at 
$12.50. Later issues as well as the 16c 
blue Air-Special drop slightly. 

Some of the Parcel Post increase, 
highest being $2.50 on the $1.00. Most 
of the Special Deliveries show increases, 
largest being that making the 1916 perf. 
10, $10. The Registration stamp too 
comes in for a little attention increas- 
ing from $1.25 to $1.75 in single form 
and from $6 to $9 in blocks. The News- 
paper high value reprints of 1899 are 
now $1 each in singles and $5 each in 
blocks.

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The balance of the book shows some 
additions and a few changes. Shanghais 
show slight increases. Embossed reve- 
nue listings are larger. Trial color proofs 
have expanded in scope as far back as 
1861. Under Cuba we find the issues of 
the Republic under U. S. military rule, 
the same catalog numbers being used as 
under Cuba in the general catalog. 

This year’s catalog is a great improve- 
ment over that of previous years, par- 
ticularly in the matter of illustrating. 
It is to be hoped the editor, Hugh M. 
Clark, will continue his efforts to improve 
the book. On the critical side, might 
be voiced the opinion that some of the 
issues are separated into major varieties 
on far too technical differences. Par- 
ticularly is this noticeable in the 1851- 
60 issues where plate varieties are ac- 
corded major catalog variety status with 
separate catalog numbers as if these had 
been separate issues. The offset issues 
present the same bewildering mass of 
very minor differences to confuse even 
the advanced collector. Actually, only 
a very few collectors of U. S. pay any 
great attention to such minor differences 
and most would not bother with them at 
all if they were not listed by the catalog 
editors as major varieties. Some of the 
listings under the Farley’s are also too 
highly technical, in that stamps are 
given different catalog numbers simply 
because of difference in the size of the 
issued sheets, one size being a variety 
of the other. Others are separated by 
reason of their having or not having 
gum, a debatable choice. Other than 
these criticisms the book fills the needs 
of the U. S. collector very well, both 
as a reference volume or handbook and 
as a guide to values. The prices in gen- 
eral follow the market and considering 
that much variation occurs in U. S. 
stamp values because of condition the 
catalogers have tried rather successfully 
to follow this with numerous notes. 
Bound in tan cloth, 410 pages, thorough- 
ly illustrated the volume may be pro- 
cured at $3.00 of the publishers, Scott 
Publications, Inc., 1 West 47th St., 
New York City or from almost any 
dealer.

U. S. NOTES 





Dr. K. T. Bauer asks the arrange- 
ment of panes of the new $1 and $2 
stamps, especially if the size of plates, 
and plate markings differ from the 
plates of those denominations of the 
1922-23 issue. There is considerable 
difference between the $1 and $2 stamps 
of the two issues. The $1 and $2 1922- 
23 were printed from 200 subject plates 
but before being issued the sheets were 
cut horizontally in half, making panes 
of 100 stamps. Plate numbers appeared 
over stamps number 3 and 8 in the top 
row of the top half of the sheet and 
under stamps number 93 and 98 in the 
bottom half. The usual center line was 
placed vertically between the fifth and 
sixth rows and horizontally between the 
10th and 11th rows of the plate, but 
since the cutting was along the hori- 
zontal line only the vertical guide line 
and its full arrows may be obtained in 
full on a block, the other of course be- 
ing split and always on a straight edge 
stamp. No center line blocks could 
exist under this method of layout and 
cutting. The $5 1923 was printed from 
100 subject plates, and as it was bicol- 
ored, a plate was made containing only 
the frame portions of the design and 
another plate containing only 
the vignettes, as in printing a separate 
plate and operation is required to pro- 
duce each separate color. The three 
dollar denominations of the 1938 series 
are printed very much like the $5 1923, 
as all are produced from 100 subject 
plates and issued in sheets of that size. 
Centerlines were inserted as usual, quar- 
tering the sheet, having the arrow at 
each end. The $5 1923 plate markings 
are quite simple compared to the 1938, 
for that stamp had only the blue num- 
ber (vignette) over stamp 4 and “$5.00” 
over stamp 6, with red plate number 
(frame) over stamp 7, with the vertical 
arrow line appearing between stamps 5 
and 6 and ending in a large arrow. The 
1938 dollar values have the expression of 
value, as “$1.00,” in color of the vig- 
nette over stamps 1 and 10; above the 
gutters between stamps 1 and 2 and 9 
and 10 appears a sort of cross formed of 
a short vertical line in the color of the 
frame and a short horizontal line in the 
color of the vignette. The frame plate 
number appears above stamp 5 and the 
vignette plate number above stamp 6 





with the vertical centerline terminating 
in an arrow between those two stamps. 
No numbers appear on the sheets on 
sides or bottoms and the only markings 
extending being the other center lines 
with arrow. Thus of the new dollar 
values you can obtain four different ar- 
row blocks, a centerline block, numer- 
ous line blocks, all fully perforated and 
the top arrow block will also contain 
both plate numbers. A similar block of 
the $5 1923 would have had to be four 
stamps wide, though sheets of this stamp 
too contain the other centerline and ar- 
row blocks. 





It’s the present location of the painting 
copied on the 10c Omaha (not the $1.00 
as mentioned here Oct. 8) that is un- 
known. The artist was A. G. Heaton. 
We had one too many zeros in that note. 





Several readers have inquired the num- 
bers issued of various recent commemo- 
ratives. Captain Townsend has written 
up these for us and as soon as figures 
are released we will print this data on 
all that are no longer on sale at the 
Agency. A table of covers, stamps sold 
on first day, etc., will soon appear of the 
Presidentials. 





Leonard E. Dear of Pierre, S. Dakota, 
found a copy of the 3c Jefferson Presi- 
dential on a business letter, the stamp 
having been cancelled at Philip, S. D., 
on June 14—two days before the date 
it went on sale for the first time at 
Washington, D. C. Apparently the 
Philip postal clerks don’t read the Postal 
Bulletin or the notices in stamp ship- 
ments. 





The auction catalog for the Oct. 22 
sale of Alvin Good, 455 Old Arcade, 
Cleveland, Ohio, included an unusual 
offering. This was a file of a volume 
of the Hudson Enterprise, on six of the 
papers appearing an adhesive stamp 
about 114x1% inches inscribed at top 
“Enterprise Post” with picture of stage 
coach in center and below “Hudson, Ohio 
—2 cents Paid.” The paper had estab- 
lished a delivery system in July, 1880, 
and the stamps are recent discoveries.

Current U. S. Airmails 


Evidently even U. S. postmasters are 
frequently in doubt as to just what 
stamps are currently being produced for 
use on airmail, for the Postal Bulletin 
reminds them in the October 7 issue 
that the denominations available are: 6, 
10, 15, 20 and 50 cents, in addition to 
the 16c Special Delivery Airmail stamp. 
Unless requisitions for 20c are specific- 
ally endorsed “Trans-Pacific” the stamps 
supplied postmasters will be the 20c 
“map” design. The Bulletin reports 
that “requisitions in large numbers” are 
still being submitted for the 25c Trans- 
Pacific though distribution of this stamp 
was discontinued at the time the rates 
were reduced in February 1937. Which 
indicates that there is a demand for 
these stamps, or else postmasters think 
there will be. Possibly stocks on hand 
were used on heavier pieces and proved 
popular with mailers, hence the re- 
ordering.

AUSTRALASIAN NOTES 


S. ZELENKO 


AUSTRALIA 


Further additions to the new series of 
Australia appeared on October 3. These 
were the 14d and 1sh, 4d denominations, 
which replaced the George V stamps of 
the same values. 





The 1/4 stamp is printed in a deep 
rosine shade and its design is similar to 
that of the current 3d stamp, the same 
portrait of the King being used. The 
main difference between the Ish, 4d and 
3d stamps is to be found in the wattle 
sprays at the upper sides. These have 
been re-engraved in the ish, 4d stamp 
and show up more distinctly. 


The halfpenny stamp is printed in a 
shade of mid-chrome, and shows a kan- 
garoo facing left in profile with its head 
tilted slightly to the left. It is surrounded 
by typical “outback” country with young 
gum saplings in the middle distance and 
hill country in the far background. This 
design depicts the “Australian native” in 
surroundings much nearer to reality than 
its predecessor which survived for over 
twenty-five years, perched in the center 
of the continent. 





Stamp fashions come and go just like 
any other fashion. The latest craze for 
miniature sheetsis now definitely abating 
and this is also reflected in the pioneer 
miniature of the British Empire, the 
Kookaburra 3d block of 4 issued in 1928. 
Several months ago, at the height of the 
“miniature” excitement the sheets were 
being sold at anything from $2.00 up- 
wards, but their price has now slumped, 
although they remain popular with Com- 
monwealth collectors. 


Talking of miniature sheets, I have 
just handled a very desirable one, a com- 
plete sheet of the 5/- Sydney Bridge. 
The sheet consists of twenty specimens 
only, four horizontal rows of five and 
makes a first class miniature sheet. 


Fiji 


The new pictorials have won over 





many collectors who have become inter- 
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ested now in the issues of this colony. 
As will be noticed many of the designs 
are devoted to native water craft of dif- 
ferent build and this is intended to refer 
to the outstanding ability of the Fijians 
as shipbuilders of small craft in which 
sea voyages of several hundred miles are 
undertaken. The 114d value (red) de- 
picts an outrigger canoe afloat on the 
water, and it seems rather strange to see 
it unoccupied and apparently abandoned. 





This will now be remedied, for accord- 
ing to latest advice from a reliable source 
this design is to be reengraved to show a 
native seated in the boat. This announce- 
ment has caused many speculative col- 
lectors and others to buy up substantial 
quantities of this value, and the Post 
Office in Suva is running short of the 
stamp. It is not known at this stage 
whether further quantities of this value 
in the old design will be sent out from 
London or whether the altered design 
will be supplied. 


Information Wanted 


The President of the Souvenir Issues 
Assn., Dr. Chas. H. Evans, 144 Harrison 
St., East Orange, N. J., is searching for 
information on two items which appear 
to be souvenir or miniature sheets. One 
is a single 3c Puerto Rico 1890 type 
with an inscription in Spanish surround- 
ing it: “Centary of the Siege by the 
English—1797-1897”, the whole being 
perforated 12 outside the inscriptions. 
The other mystery items are sheets con- 
taining strips of five of the Persian 1915 
Coronation issue, stamps being normal 
or with centers inverted. Any informa- 
tion should be sent Dr. Evans. 


® The Bechuanaland Protectorate over- 
print on the 6d King Edward Transvaal 
stamp, issued in 1910 and cataloging 
$15. is a revenue stamp (Scott’s No. 81). 
To meet a shortage of Bechuanaland 6d 
revenues the Transvaals were over- 
printed, but Transvaal revenue and post- 
age stamps were the same thing. The 
overprints though acceptable for postage 
were not used for postage except in a 
few instances, being scarce in this form. 
The same applies to the unlisted over- 
print on the 1d Union of South Africa 
of 1921. Here too the stamp was pre- 
pared for a revenue shortage. 


@ A recent court ruling in the Argentine 
declares that mint stamps may be im- 
ported without being subject to duties, 
though such had been collected until 
then.

@ Every time Afghanistan needs more 
of the low face value 2 pouls stamp it 
seems to use any color of ink available 
to print them. Since 1932 it has appeared 
in brown, black, gray, red and pink with 
intermediate shades and imperforate as 





well. 
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BROADWAY CHATTER 
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I know that many of you readers are 
interested in learning some of the prices 
realized at the Uptown Stamp Co.’s auc- 
tion sale of U. S. stamps. This sale was 
exceptionally fine, run in usual manner. 
Prominent dealers who were present 
stated they were more than happy to see 
such fine prices for U. S. stamps, and 
it is a sure sign of better conditions. In 
the “entires,” there is an interesting ex- 
ample, the Scott No. 2325, 6c on buff 
unused, catalog $150, sold for $78.00. The 
No. 2424, 2c type d, cat. $75, sold for 
$41.00. I have always raved about the 
value of condition, and have shown anal- 
ogies of how better condition has always 
brought better prices. Now I am begin- 
ning to wonder how this fits in with the 
Columbian Series. For example, a dam- 
aged copy of the $4.00 Columbian, with 
a thin spot sold for $31.00; this stamp 
catalogues at $50.00. The 30c Columbian, 
catalogued at $8.00, brought $6.30. The 
50c Columbian, catalogue $10.00, brought 
$7.20. No. 315, the 5c Imperforate block 
of four, catalogue $110.00, brought $81.00, 
and the centerline block of No. 373, the 
Hudson Fulton which catalogues at 
$30.00, brought $25.50. It would be in- 
teresting to note that the 373 centerline 
block sold for only $10.00 at an auction 
sale last year. No. 505, the 5c double 
error, in a block of twelve, which cata- 
logues at $51.00, brought $42.25. As the 
sale progressed, the auctioneer started his
